Rasulullah dcj.cexij> had given his Companions Aik the 
command to now migrate to Madinah. The migration was to be 
done covertly to avoid attracting attention from the Quraysh as 
they would do everything in their power to stop them. 


Many of the Companions edi, faced great difficulties when 
trying to migrate. Amongst them was the family of Abū Salamah 
zeis. He was separated from his family for a whole year. His 
wife Umme Salamah adie, was eventually allowed to leave with 
their son. 


She started to make the long hard journey north to Madinah and 
when she was just outside of Makkah, in Tan‘im, she came across 
‘Uthman ibn Talhah žais. 


After enquiring where she was going, he took pity on her and 


accompanied the mother and son all the way to Madinah where 
she was reunited with her husband in the district of Quba. 
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Another Companion “Ayyash iii had managed to arrive in 
Madinah. He was then tricked into going back to Makkah by Abu 
Jahl and his brother Al-Harith ibn Hisham and then held captive. 


Hisham ibn al-‘As žais had also been held captive. Rasülullah 
Acsacletii asked his Companions, who would go and get them for 
him? Al-Walid ibn al-Walid žak; answered the call and went to 
Makkah. He managed to find out where the captives were being 
held and freed them. The small party then returned back to 
Madinah. 


The Quraysh had seen how Makkah was becoming empty. More 
and more Muslims were now migrating. They decided they had to 
take steps to stop Rasülullah Acsaeaii from leaving. 


A meeting was held in Dar an-Nadwah where all the leaders of the 
Quraysh gathered. Iblis also came in the form of an old man and 
joined the meeting. After the various opinions were heard, it was 
decided that they would assassinate Rasülullah Azs«feijte. 


On the one hand, they made their decision and on the other hand, 
Jibril site came and informed Rasülullah ize of the plan. 
Rasulullah ása told his cousin “Ali žak to sleep in his bed 
that night in his sheet so the Quraysh would think Rasülullah 
JxssdeSive was still inside the house. 
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The Quraysh had surrounded the house but Rasulullah ijf 
exited the house reciting the first verses of Sirah Yasin and blew 
dust in the faces of assassins. He passed by them unnoticed and 
made his way to the house of his Companion Abu Bakr zais. 


In the morning, the Quraysh realised they had been fooled and 
Rasülullah izj4íei2 was nowhere to be found. They sent out 
search parties in all directions to find him. 


Meanwhile, the 2 Companions made their way to the Cave of 
Thawr in the darkness of the night. The Quraysh had reached the 
mouth of the cave, however Allah 35532, caused a tree to grow 
in front of the cave and some pigeons came and made a nest. A 
spider had then come and spun a web over the opening of the cave 
making the Quraysh think that no one could be inside when they 
approached. 


After 3 nights in the cave, it was now time to make their way north 
to Madinah. Rasülullah iz;44eXiz had hired a guide by the name 
of ‘Abdullah ibn Ariqat who would take the small party on lesser 
known paths towards their destination. ‘Amir ibn Fuhayrah 
zais was a former slave who had been freed by Abū Bakr zais. 
He also accompanied them. 


Many miraculous events occurred on the way. The group had 
come across Umme Ma*bad and asked for provisions which she 
was unable to help with. Rasülullàh iz; then requested 
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that he milk one of her goats which never used to give any milk. 
He placed his blessed hands over its udders, and it gave milk. 


They also came across Suraqah who wanted to capture them so he 
could claim the bounty of 100 camels which had been put on their 
heads. Suraqah caught up with the party but when he tried to 
approach them, Allah 3553 caused the legs of his horse to go 
into the ground. 


The party continued travelling north until they reached the 
district of Quba which was on the outskirts of Makkah.

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The Anxious Wait 


News of Rasülullah iz; leaving Makkah had reached the 
people in Madinah. The Ansar would gather at Maqam Harrah 
each day to try and catch a glimpse of Rasülullah iz; to see 
if he was coming. They used to go to Maqam Harrah in the 
morning and wait. They would then return to their houses at 
midday. 


One day, the Ansar had waited as normal and hadn't seen 
Rasülullah zaf so they were making their way back to their 
houses. The first person to see Rasülullah zaf was a Jewish 
person who was stood atop a mound. He had seen that the Ansar 
were waiting eagerly for the arrival of Rasülullah Acs. He 
shouted at the top of his voice: 


‘Oh Children of Qaylah’, the means of your blessed luck and 
happiness has arrived’ 


As soon as the Ansar heard this call, they ran to greet Rasulullah 
AxssdeMjy» who was in the shade of a date palm. Abū Bakr kas 
was also with him and of similar age. Many of the Ansar had never 
seen Rasilullah zaf before this. 


t Qaylah was the name of the mother of Aws and Khazraj 
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The people started to crowd around Rasilullah iz; but they 
didn't know which of the two was the blessed Prophet. It was only 
when Rasülullah Az;4feXjt2 came out of the shade and Abū Bakr 
zaks stood up and shaded him with his sheet. This was when 
they recognised who was Rasülullah dadekke. On that day, the 
call ofthe Takbir could be heard in the whole locality of Banu ‘Amr 
ibn ‘Auf. 
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Quba’ 

Three miles outside of Madinah towards the south lies a locality 
called Quba’. Some families from the Ansar used to live there. The 
largest tribe in Quba' was the family of ‘Amr ibn ‘Auf. The leader 
ofthe tribe was Kulthüm ibn Hidm £X. 


When Rasilullah iz;«fe x arrived in Quba’, he stayed in the 
house of Kulthüm ibn Hidm Zé. Abu Bakr Xai, stayed with 
Khubayb ibn Asaf zeń. The Ansar came from all directions to 
see Rasülullah izj44eXjiz and present their greetings. 


The Migration of ‘Ali ža 
‘Ali Zed had stayed behind in Makkah after Rasülullah 
desane had left for Madinah.  Rasülullah j3z;«iexji2 had 
entrusted him to return all the 






belongings which people had placed 
in trust with X Rasulullah 


‘Ali žes stayed in Makkah for 
3 days and 3 nights. After 
returning everyone's items, he 
left for Madinah. He also reached 
Quba' and stayed in the house of 
Kulthum ibn Hidm  ZeX with 
Rasulullah 3zs«íe5i. 
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Masjid Quba’ 

Rasulullah izj4íei2 arrived in Quba' on a Monday and stayed 
with them for 4 days. In this time, he laid the foundation of a 
Masjid. 


Rasulullah 3zs«ícXjve laid the first stone himself in the direction 
of the Qiblah, which was Masjid Al-Aqsa’ at the time. Then Abu 
Bakr zziz; laid a stone, then ‘Umar ás; laid a stone. Then after 
the rest of the Companions Azis started laying stones. 


Rasulullah iz; joined in with the Companions and was 
carrying heavy stones. The Companions Aziz used to tell him 
to not to carry them, but he refused. Even though Rasulullah 
Acsailctii was around 53 years of age at the time, he joined the 
Companions in constructing the Masjid. 
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The Revelation 
During Rasülullah csaceaiie stay in Quba’ Allah $55,396, decided 
to send the following Revelation related to this Masjid and the 
people from Quba’.

When this verse was revealed, Rasülullah jzs«ícxji2 asked the 
Banu ‘Amr ibn ‘Auf, what purity is Allah 355532, talking about in 
your praise? 


The Banü *Amr replied that 
after they perform Istinja?

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action of ours? Rasülullah zafi said, yes, this is the action 
which Allah 3532 has referred to when praising you. 
Rasülullah Ázs«e5j i2 told them to remain steadfast on this action. 


The Merits of Masjid Quba' 
Rasülullah Az; i2 didn't remain in the district of Quba' for very 
long, however he used to come back to visit regularly.

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Rasulullah iz; i2 had made the long hard journey from 
Makkah to Madinah. There is a difference of opinion regarding 
the date Rasülullah zak entered Quba’. 


Muhammad ibn Ishaq æ= mentions Rasülullah iz; 
entered Qub?’ on Monday the 12™ of Rabi‘ al-Awwal in the 13" 
year of Prophethood. 


Some Scholars say that Rasülullàh jz;«ícxji2 left Makkah on a 
Thursday, the 27" of Safar. He spent 3 days in the cave of Thaur, 
and then started his journey towards Madinah on Monday the 
first of Rabi‘ al-Awwal. They took the path towards the sea and 
arrived in Quba’ one week later on Monday the 8" of Rabi‘ al- 





Awwal. gan 
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The Origin of the Islamic Calendar 


Let's look at the origin of the Islamic - Hijri Calendar. The most 
common opinion is that the beginning of the Islamic Calendar was 
decided during the time of ‘Umar šei." Before this, the years 
would be known by particular events, for example, the year in 
which Rasülullaàh zafe was born was known as the ‘Year of 
the Elephant', due to the famous incident where Abraha marched 
on Makkah with his army which included elephants. 

Sha bi i=; and Muhammad ibn Sirin á=; mention, on one 
occasion Abū Misa’ Al-‘Ashari ei, wrote a letter to ‘Umar 
cdl, during the time 
when he was the Amirul 
Mu'minin - The 
Commander of the 
Faithful. In the letter, he 
mentioned that ‘Umar’s 
zais letters reach him, 





but there are no dates on 
the letters. 


So in the 17™ year of Hijrah, ‘Umar žes gathered the Sahabah 
#24) to discuss how to set a date, in other words, how to fix the 
Islamic Calendar.

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The first point of discussion was when should the Islamic Calendar 
start from i.e. what should be the first year. 


Some of the opinions were as follows: 


> From the birth of Rasülullah ársa 

> From the time Rasülullah zafi- received Prophethood 
> From the time of the Hijrah - Migration to Madinah. 

> From the demise of Rasilullah zza- 


Regarding setting the date from Rasülullah's dcs.ccaii birth, 
‘Umar zie; didn't like this opinion as this would resemble the 
way of the Nasarah, the Christians, as their calendar starts from 
when they believe ‘Isa Ga was born. 


Regarding setting the date from Rasülullah's izs«íe5jt2 demise, 

‘Umar kes did not prefer this opinion either as the demise of 
Rasülullah Acsae2i\ was a blow to the Ummah, therefore it would 
not be appropriate to mark the start of the calendar with this 


event. 


After the discussion, ‘Umar Xi came to the decision that the 
start of the Islamic Calendar should be from the Hijrah - when 
Rasulullah 3zs«ífcxjc» migrated from Makkah to Madinah. The 
reason behind this choice was that the Hijrah marked the time 
when the difference between falsehood and truth, Haqq and Batil 
became established and it was the beginning of the rise and 
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honour of Islam. All of the Sahabah wedi, agreed with his 


opinion. 


The First month 
Now that the first year had been determined, how will they decide 
which month should be the first month in the Islamic Calendar. 


If analogical reasoning was used, then the first month should be 
Rabi‘ al-Awwal as this was the month in which Rasulullah 
{csali performed the migration, the Hijrah and entered into 
the blessed city of Madinah. However, the actual intention for 
migration was made by Rasülullah iz; in the month of 
Muharram. 


In the 13" year of Prophethood, the Ansar had taken the pledge of 
allegiance with Rasulullah Azs«íc5ji2 on the 10^ of Dhul Hijjah 
which is the day of ‘Id. At the end of the month of Dhul Hijjah, the 
Ansar returned to Madinah after completing the Rituals of Hajj. 


A few days after this, in the month of Muharram, Rasulullah 
Acsa‘letii made the intention to migrate to Madinah and gave 
permission to the Sahabah £3 to also perform the Hijrah. 
Therefore, it was decided that the first month of the Islamic 
Calendar should be Muharram. 
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This was the opinion which both ‘Uthman zzXiezand “Ali sake 
gave to ‘Umar zís. Other Companions suggested that the year 
should start with the month of Ramadan, however Umar žais 
said it should be the month of Muharram, as this is the month in 
which the pilgrims return from Hajj. All of the Companions 
agreed to this decision. 
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Rasulullah Acsaceaiie left the district of Quba’ on the Friday and 
made his way north into Madinah. 


He reached the area of the Bant Salim ibn ‘Auf where Jum‘ah 
Salah was prayed in a Masjid in the bottom of the valley of Ranüna' 
This was the first Jum‘ah Salah and Khutbah in Madinah. This 
Khutbah is also known as the Khutbah of Taqwah.

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The Khutbah of Taqwah 

Rasülullah zako had spent the first 13 years of his 
Prophethood in Makkah. During this time, the Muslims had been 
persecuted to a level where they had to migrate to Madinah. 
Despite of this, the first Khutbah which Rasülullah saci gave 
in Madinah made no mention of this. The Khutbah only contained 
advices on piety, steadfastness and preparation for the hereafter. 


Today, there is a Masjid in the place where Rasülullah izs«feXje 


led the first Jum‘ah Salat. It is known as Masjid al-Jum‘ah and also 
Masjid al-Wadr. 
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Entering Madinah 

After completing the Jum‘ah Salah, Rasülullah Asai mounted 
his camel and made his Companion Abu Bakr zie sit behind 
him. Rasülullàh A<sa‘cij2 turned his camel in the direction of 
Madinah and proceeded ahead. 


The Ansar were to his left and his right. They were ahead of him 
and behind him holding their weapons accompanying the 
Messenger of Allah 3553 2.. 


As Rasülullàh Azs4feXj entered the city, the girls had climbed 
onto the roof tops to catch a glimpse of the Messenger and were 
singing this poem: 


aA EE IO LIH E

‘The White moon of the 14" night has risen upon us from the 
Valley of Wada”

The Invitations 

Rasülullah sail had no house in Madinah, no place had been 
pre-determined by him in the City for him to stay, so every person 
wished that Rasülullah iz;44eX iz would stay with them. 


When a person is riding a horse, or a camel, the direction the 
animal takes is determined in the way the reigns are pulled. 
Rasülullah 3zs«fcXjve let the reign of his camel completely loose 
in his hands. He did not direct the camel at all in any direction. 
The camel would only go where Allah 3553, had commanded 
it to go. 


Every person in Madinah wished they could be the host of 
Rasulullah Àzs«íeXje. They would ask and Rasülullah jz;«icxj 
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would supplicate for them and then tell them to give his camel 
way. 


Tiban ibn Malik aisi and ‘Abbas ibn “Ubadah cdi, were from 
the Banu Salim ibn ‘Auf. The locality in which he has just read 
Jum'ah Salah. They asked Rasilullah 3zs«íe5ji2 to stay with them 
so they could be of service. Rasülullah zaf said: 


Sle uli iss Je 


‘Free her path, for indeed she (the camel) has been commanded’ 


They gave way and Rasilullah 3z5íeSj i2 carried on going until he 
reached the locality of the Banu Bayadah. He met Ziyad ibn Labid 
zis and Farwah ibn ‘Amr. They also repeated the same request 
asking Rasülullah Azs4fejce to stay with them so they could be of 
service. Once again Rasülullah iz;4X told them to give his 
camel way as she has been commanded. 


Rasulullah iz; Xtz reached the locality of the Banü Sa‘adah and 
met Sa'ad ibn “Ubadah «íí and Al-Mandhar ibn ‘Amr šešis 
who also requested him to stay. Once more Rasülullah ize 
told them to give his camel way. 


Rasulullah zafe then reached the locality of Banü Al-Harith 
ibn Khazraj where he met Sa'ad ibn al-Rabi* žais, Kharijah ibn 
Zayd kadis and ‘Abdullah ibn Rawahah Xd. Once again, they 
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asked Rasülullah <csae4ij to stay with them and the reply was 
once again the same as before. 


Rasulullah now reached the locality of the Banü *Adiyy ibn al- 
Najjar who were from the family of Rasülullah jzs4dexie great 
grandmother Salma bint 
‘Amr. She had married 


Hashim and given birth to 







his son Shaybah, who was 
more famously known as ‘Abdul 
Muttalib, the paternal grandfather of 
Rasülullah Asadê ko. 


Salit ibn Qays aks, Abū Salit 

zeis and Usayrah ibn Abi Kharijah 
Kades; asked Rasulullah Ace to stay with them. Once again, 
the reply was the same. 
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The Camel stops 

Rasülullah zaf finally arrived at the Bana Malik ibn al- 
Najjar. He reached a place where dates were being dried. The 
camel suddenly stopped, however Rasülullah iz; did not 
dismount from the camel as it has not laid down its neck. 


After a while the camel got up again and went a short distance. It 
then sat outside the house of Abū Ayyüb al-Ansari Xcaiiz5. Again, 
Rasülullah izs4seXjtz did not dismount. 


The camel then got up once again and went back to the original 
spot where it had sat down and laid its neck on the floor. This is 
when Rasülullah iz; finally dismounted. 


Rasulullah 3zs«ctz enquired about whom the land belonged to. 
He was told that this land belonged to two orphans from the Banü 
al-Najjar called Sahl ibn ‘Amr & Suhayl ibn ‘Amr Wai. They 
were being looked after by Mu'adh ibn ‘Afra’ zzXiz.. 





The land was later purchased by 
Rasülullah iz;eXie offthese 
two orphans and would 
become the location of Masjid 
Nabwi. 
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The Banü Al-Najjar 

It had been a miracle of Allah Wak, that the camel led 
Rasulullah 3zs«ícXjve to the land of his relatives. The forefather 
of the Banü Al-Najjar was the maternal uncle of *Abdul Muttalib, 
the grandfather of Rasülullah Azs4de No. 


It had been the desire of Rasülullah iz; that this would be 
the place where he would settle and this would grant the Bani al- 
Najjar honour and respect, however Allah 35:32 made him 
achieve this through a miraculous event. 


It was Allah 45A who had chosen where he would stay by 
making his camel only stop in this locality. No Companion would 
feel bad or get jealous like they might have done if Rasulullah 
Acsi had already determined a particular place to stay. 


Furthermore, the fact that the particular house of Abū Ayyüb al- 
Ansari žá was chosen, was also a miracle.

The Taba‘ of Yaman 

In Sirate Mustafa, it mentions that at one time a King of Yaman 
had come past the lands of the blessed city of Madinah. The ruler 
of Yaman also had a title like the Qaysar and Kisra and was known 
as the Taba‘. 


There were 400 (Jewish) Scholars of the Tawrah accompanying 
him on this journey. All of the Scholars asked permission from 
the King that they be allowed to settle in this land. 

The King asked them the reason for P d ^ 
this. They replied that they find in Vv » 

the scriptures of the Holy Prophets (

The King gave them all permission to settle in these lands. He 
then prepared separate houses for each and every one of them. 
He then got all of them married and gave them great wealth. He 
then prepared a special house for Rasülullàh iz; so when 
the time comes and he migrates to this land, Rasülullah {zají 


should stay in this house. 
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The King then wrote a letter in the name of Rasülullah zafo. 
In the letter he wrote the following: 





The King also put a seal on the letter and gave it to one of the 
Scholars. He told him that if you happen to be present at the time 
the Messenger comes, then give him this letter. Otherwise, give 
this letter to your children and give them the same bequest as I 
am giving to you. 


Abū Ayyüb al-Ansari £eXicz was from the children of that Scholar 
and the house he settled in was the exact house the King had 
prepared for Rasülullah izj44ej t2. The rest of the Ansar, were the 
children of these 400 Scholars. 
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Shaykh Zayn al-Din Muraghi 2i\ mentions that if someone says 
that Rasülullah <csae2ij didn't stay in the house of Abū Ayyüb 
al-Ansari ¿zás but stayed in his own house then this wouldn't be 
incorrect. Abū Ayyüb al-Ansari ZeXXes had merely stayed in this

house waiting for Rasülullah Azs4feXjc» to come. 


It is said that when Rasülullah cs.ccaii came to Madinah, Abū 
Ayyüb al-Ansari kadji presented the letter from the King to 
Rasülullah zakk. Ibn Kathir á= mentions that the King 
passed away approximately 700 years before the Prophethood of 


Rasulullah Access. 


There is a slight difference of opinion as to the exact location of 
the house. In the picture below which was taken some time ago, 
the location is marked as the building with a small white dome. 
Other opinions say that the location is the building to its left. Allah 
knows best. This area is now part of the courtyard of the Masjid 
on the front side. 
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In the present day, the building is no longer there, and the 
approximate location is just outside the Baqi door of Masjid 
Nabwi, to the right as shown below: 





The Host in Madinah 

Abu Ayyüb al-Ansari «ks had a double storied house. He 
requested that Rasülullah Az;4feXjv2 stay on the top floor of his 
house, and he would stay at the bottom. He didn’t like the fact 
that he would be staying above Rasülullah ársa. 


Rasulullah 3zs«íc5jt2, had the thought in mind that there would 
be many people coming to visit him and if he stayed upstairs, it 
would cause problems for Abu Ayyüb al-Ansari's zís family. 
Rasulullah saul declined the offer and decided to stay on the 
bottom floor. 
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The Gracious Host 

Abu Ayyüb al-Ansari’s “edi, real name was Khalid ibn Zayd ibn 
Kulayb. He mentions a couple of incidents whilst Rasulullah 
Acsa‘lctii was staying in his house. On one occasion, a utensil full 
of water broke whilst they were staying upstairs. To stop the 
water from going downstairs and causing Rasülullah izs«fexje 
any discomfort, they used their blanket to soak up the water. He 
mentions that he and his wife Umm Ayyüb aa, kept on trying 
to soak up the water and apart from this blanket, they had no 
other covering. 


Abū Ayyüb al-Ansari äs and his wife also used to prepare food 
for Rasülullah zaik every day and send it to him. When 
Rasulullah jzs«íe5jk2 would finish, he would send back the 
remainder of the food to him. Wherever

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Acier and said that you have sent back the food and there are 
no signs of your fingers in the food. Umme Ayyüb and I eat from 
the same place you have eaten from, to gain blessing. 


Rasulullah Arahe said that he smelt onion and garlic in the 
food, so he told Abū Ayyüb äss to eat it. Because 
Rasülullah Asai spoke to Angels, he 
refrained from eating this type of food. 






After this Abū Ayyüb zaś mentions that | 
we never put onion or garlic into his food | 
ever again. 
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Eyup 

Abū Ayyüb al-Ansari ží didn’t stay in Madinah for his whole 
life. Even when he was an old man, he went out with the Muslims 
to strive in the path of Allah and eventually passed away in 
Constantinople, which is modern day Istanbul. He was part of the 
army which had fought against the Byzantines and during this 
campaign he fell and passed away. 


He was buried near the city walls and today there is a Masjid built 
over his grave. The entire locality is also named after him, it is 
called Ayyüb or Eyup in Turkish. May Allah 45 accept the 
sacrifices of Abu Ayyub äis, and his wife and give them the 
highest station in Jannah. 
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The Jewish Scholars of Madinah 


When Rasilullah A<sa:le2\ came to Madinah, the Jewish Scholars 
came to meet him. They wanted to know if this was the Prophet 
whom they had been informed of in their scriptures. Mūs? Stace 
had informed them that a Prophet would come, and they knew the 
time for his arrival had approached. They were also aware of the 


signs for this Prophet. Allah 45; guided many of them. 


Some only had to see the blessed face of Rasulullah zafe and 
they embraced. Others would hear the words of the Holy Qur'an 
and would embrace. Others would ask Rasülullah {zafe 
questions, and upon hearing the answers would embrace. 


In a narration from Abu Hurayrah žá, he mentions that when 
Rasülullah jzs«íeSji2 came to Madinah, the Jewish Scholars 
gathered in Bayt al-Madaris which was the name of their school 
and decided that they needed to go to Rasülullah iz;X2 and 
ask him some questions. 
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Abü Yasir ibn Akhtab 

“Urwah ibn Zubayr narrates that the first Jewish Scholar to visit 
Rasulullah Acsa‘ecii was Abū Yasir ibn Akhtab, the brother of 
Hayy ibn Akhtab. He came to see Rasülullah izs4deXjtz and heard 
his words. 


He went back and informed his people that this was the Prophet 
who they had been waiting for. He has now come, therefore, bring 
faith upon him. 


Abū Yasir's brother Hayy opposed him. Hayy was considered the 
senior within his people and the people used to follow him. He 
refused to accept the truth and the people followed him rather 
than listen to the advice of Abū Yasir. 


Surah Yusuf 

In Fathul Bari, an incident is mentioned on the authority of Ibn 
‘Abbas “edi, that a Jewish Scholar went to see Rasülullah 
Acai. At that time he was reciting Sirah Yüsuf. He asked 
Rasülullah A<sa‘e2i\ who had taught him these words. Rasülullah 


Acsi replied that Allah $55,392, had taught him. 
The Jewish Scholar was amazed and went back to his people. He 


told them that Rasülullah izs4fedjtz recited the Qur'an. This is a 
book similar to the Taurah which was revealed to Musa’ Sue. 
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The Scholar then took a group of Jews and went to visit Rasulullah 
Acsi. They saw the appearance and qualities of Rasülullah 
{catei and realized this was the Prophet whom they had been 
waiting for. They saw the ‘Seal of the Prophets’ in between 
Rasülullah zak shoulder blades and they listened to the 
words of Surah Yusuf with great attention. They were all left 


astonished after listening to the words and they all entered into 
the fold of Islam.

"Abdullah ibn Salam Xác 

‘Abdullah ibn Salam #4 was a great scholar of the Taurah. He 
was from the descendants of Yusuf Ale, His original name was 
Hussayn but after he embraced, Rasülullah Jz;s«íc3ji2 gave him 
the name ‘Abdullah ibn Salam.

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"Abdullah ibn Salam cdi; mentions when Rasulullah 3zsdexijt 
came to Madinah, the people rushed to see him, and it was said 
Rasulullah izs4ejtz has come. I also arrived with the people so 
I could see him. When I saw his face, I recognised, that this is not 
the face of a liar. 


The first words he said was: 
“O People, spread greetings, offer food to people, pray Salah at 
night when people are sleeping, and you will enter Paradise in 
peace" 


In other narrations of this Hadith, Rasulullah iz; also 


mentioned to maintain ties with relatives. 


In Dalail Bayhaqi, ‘Abdullah ibn Salam ží mentions that he 
knew the name of Rasülullah iz;45 i, and his qualities and his 
characteristics from before but he did not reveal this to anyone. 
When Rasülullah zaf came to Madinah, I climbed upon a 
date palm and recited the Takbir with happiness. 


‘Abdullah ibn Salam Xz; mentions that his aunt, Khalidah bint 
al-Harith said, if he had heard news of Mūs? Saxi he would not 
have been happier. He replied that this was also the brother of 
Musa’ Saxi. He has come with the same religion Musa’ Alat 
had come with. 
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Khalidah bint al-Harith then said, "Is this the same Prophet who 
we had been informed of, that he will arrive close to Qiyamah?”. 
‘Abdullah ibn Salam Aziz replied that this was that Prophet. He 
then left his house and went to see Rasülullah Arahe and 
embraced Islam. He then went home and presented Islam to his 


family who all embraced. 
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summary 

Rasulullah Arahe had arrived in Madinah in the district of 
Quba’ where he stayed with Kulthüm ibn Hidm ží. “Ali ais 
had stayed back in Makkah and returned all the belongings which 
had been entrusted to Rasülullah ize. He then joined 
Rasulullah izs4dejtz in Quba. 


Whilst in Quba’, a Masjid was built and Rasülullah 3zs«íc5ji2 laid 
the initial stone and then the other Companions followed. 


After some time, Rasülullah Azs4feXjt» then started to make his 
way into Madinah. The time for Jum'ah arrived and he was in the 
locality of the Banü Salim ibn ‘Auf. The first Khutbah and Jum‘ah 
Salah in Madinah took place. Rasülullah zaf then carried 


on moving north. 


Everyone wanted to host Rasülullàh 3zs«ícXjc» however, he told 
all of them that the camel he was on had been commanded by 
Allah Misal and it would only stop where it had been 
commanded to do so. The camel finally stopped in the locality of 
the Banu al-Najjar who happened to be related to Rasulullah 


The area where the camel had stopped was being used to dry 
dates. Rasülullah iz; X2 enquired about whom this land 
belonged to and he was told that it belonged to two orphans by 
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the names of Sahl and Suhayl ibn ‘Amr Wak. The land would 
later be purchased and be the location of Masjid Nabwi. 


Rasülullah Az; stayed in the house of Abū Ayyüb al-Ansari 
zes whilst his accommodation was being prepared. Rasülullah 
Acsaclecii stayed on the bottom floor to ensure the family of Abū 
Ayyüb al-Ansari edi would not be disturbed. They would 
prepare food for him and Rasülullah zafo would return 
whatever was left of the food. The family would then eat from the 
same place in order to attain blessing. 


Yathrib was also home to many Jewish Scholars. They had been 
informed in their scriptures of the arrival of Rastilullah Acces. 
Many of the Scholars came to see Rasülullàh Acslcaiie and 
embraced. ^ Some only needed to see him, others would ask 
questions and upon hearing the answers would embrace. Others 
heard the blessed words of the Qur'an and found guidance. 
Amongst the Jewish Scholars who embraced was ‘Abdullah ibn 
Salam 2éi\; who acknowledged that this was the Prophet who 
they had been waiting for. However others refused to accept 
Rasulullah iz; Xtz as the Messenger and also encouraged other 
not to follow him like Hayy ibn Akhtab. 
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
